The ambassador will spend ‘today and to- 
morrow in New York, where several dinners 
will be given him. 

He was accompanied to New York by Mr. 
Sibert, second secretary of the embassy, and

That some of them lack 
resiliency of conscience and rob the poor may 
de true, but that the majority of employers - 
in America are cruel and unjust is difficult to 
believe. No doubt some of them do through 
corporations what they would not do as in- 


dividuals. 


“There are some things we ought all to 
desire for the day laborer. First, an eight 
hour laboring day is enough for most toſters. 
The day laborer toils under a master, and 
often in conditions harmful to health, mind, 
and morals. Eight hours is enough in such 

surroundings. 

“Second, just payment of labor. No em- 
ployer has a right to get out of any toller 
as much as possible for as little as possibile, 
If a day's toil is worth $3 then pay it and 
don’t offer $1.50. 

“ Third, as purchasers we ought to be Win- 
ing to pay honest prices for goods. The 
craze for cheap goods has had much to do 
with pulling down wages in 


industry.
